SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording 2eme Sous - Sol is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes by presenting teenage males as sexually aware and sexually active, 
thereby legitimating any form of sexual activity with them. The publication contains a 
large number of trailers that either depict school-aged male teenagers engaged in 
sexual activity, or construct scenarios that are strongly suggestive of school-aged 
males engaged in sexual activity. Their age is apparent through the physical 
appearance of the males, the contexts in which they appear (for example boarding 
school), or their clothing (scout uniforms). The voice-over accompanying the trailers 
describes the director of these films as attempting to convey themes relating to the 
sexuality of young teenage males. The voice-over continually refers to the actors in a 
way which reinforces the young age of the actors by using adjectives that are 
consistent with a sense of fragility in association with age. 

The publication also promotes and supports the use of violence in order to compel 
persons to participate in, or submit to, sexual conduct. The publication does so by 
presenting the images of larger groups of men overpowering their victims and 
subjecting them to various forms of sexual activity. The publication suggests that the 
use of force is a logical extension of sexual activity. The feature also presents a rape 
within a context of justifiable retribution. 

Excision of these scenes was recommended. The owner of the publication did not 
respond to the notice dated 22 May 1997 requesting the excisions. The notice has 
since lapsed. 

Consideration was given to the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, s3(2) 
of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 takes precedence as it 
is a deeming provision. 
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
